Stock Tiispection 


The new Stock Inspection Act re- 
quires that when live stock is offered 
for shipment to a point outside of the 
Proviuce, the same must be inspected 
for brauds, and the shipper anust| 
itbcr own ithe brand that is op the’ 
animals or be must have a memor- 
andum of sale signed ty such owner, 
If the animal isunbranded, the geller’ 
must state in his memorandum how 
he acquired the animal that is offer- 
ed for shipment. 

All animals sold at a sale yard or 
sale or exchange stable, stock yard 


pavment therefor is made, as must 
also animals sold on a farm or at the 
private stables of the seller, uvless 
they buve been on the premises for 
at least thirty days. 

It a farmer raises a horse or a cow 
and sells it at the farm, no inspec- 
tion isrequired. If he brings it into 
town and sells it, it must then be in 
spected hecause it has not been on 
the premises where sold for thirty 
days. 

If a resident in w Town or City 
own a horse and keepsit in bis own 
private stable, he may, if be has 
owned itfor more than thirty days, 
sell it without inspection. If he keeps 
it in a livery and sale stable, or if he 
takes the animal there to be sold, it 
must be inspected for, brands, the 
proof of ownership muct be estalish— 
ed before it can be taken away or 
payment therefor accepted.

Submarine Campaign 
An Admitted Failure 


Non-Success Is Acknowledged by Ger 
: man Naval Expert . 


In line with the British in’ 
of a growing dissatisfaction in 
many over the diminishing res 
achieved by the Von Tirpitz eubmar 
ine is an article by Captain Persius, 
the naval expert of the Berliner Tage- 
blatt, published in its issue of August 
10, The article is more notable since 
Captain Persius has in the past bee. 
one of thé most ardent champions and 
praisers of the U boat warfare, 

“It is to be recalled,” he says, 
“that in the beginning of February 
hopes in the submarine warfare rose 
high, and it was widely believed that 
just as the British fiest had cut. off 
our imports from overseas, s0 our 
submarines would have little diffi- 
culty in doing the same to England. 
A part of our press, unfortunately, ix 
responsible fur the axaggerated ex, 
pressions which the public frequent- 
ly hitched to the rubmarine warfare 
on merchant shipping. It was often 
emphasized here tLat with an expert 
estimate of the submarine weapon 
and particularly with consideration 
of the quantity and so forth, of our 
submarine fighting forces, the result 
and effects of the new method’of 
warfare could be gathered only after 
a considerable time. Ever and again 
we counselled patienca. 

“How necessary this was is shown 
by the simple fact, which it is today 
considered unwise to conceal, that 
the result of the activities of our 
submarine in warfare on commercy 
is regarded in wide circles—let us 
Say—as very modest. 

“According to an announcement 
by competent authority there were 
sunk up to July 25 by our submarines 
229 British ‘and 300 other hostile 
ships, that is to say about 1.5 ships: 
a day since February 18. The line 
of the submarine warfare results ran 
in strong curves. There have heen 
weeks in which scarcely a single 
enemy ship was torpedoed, others in 
which one or more dozen ships wer. 
destroyed. Thus the Reuter Bureay 
reported that in the week ended Aug- 
ust 4, six British merchant and nine 
fishing vessels were sunk by Ger- 
man submarines. It was: added that 
1,435 ships had arrived at the ports 
of the United Kingdom, and departed 
from them. One may _ regard this 
number as possibly too high, and 
may think that probably they wer. 
in many cases the same ships. But 
it is probably not to be doubted that 
in all events, at least, one thousand 
ships trafficked with British ports 
in a week. If we consider the e- 
sults of our submarine activities up 
to now, that is to say, of these one 
thousand ships ten were jestroyed— 
it is understandable that many a one 
will not declare himself satisfied. 

“To attack one thousand five hun- 
dred vessels which visit English ports 
in a week requires not a smal] num- 
ber of submarines. According to th» 
Nauticus of 1914, we had in May, 
1914, 28 finished submarines. The 
statements of the book are aiso based 
upon official sources. Now it is often 
assumed that ‘such a little submar- 
ine’ can be completed in the briefest 
time. But a modern high seas sub- 
marine is-by no mcans ‘small.’ It ¢is- 
places one thousanc tons or more, and 
is thus considerably larger than a tor- 
pedo poat. 

“Inasmuch as it represents a col- 
lection of the most subtle miniature 
mechanisms, and in view of the fact 
that everything aboard a submarine 
must be fashioned for the smallest 
vossible space, it becomes evident 
that (the period for building a U boat 
cannot be quite as short as we might 
wish. There is no more complicated 
instrument of battle than the submar- 
ine, and that means also that its 
direction and manipulation cannot b 
quickly learned, and that before a 
commander and his crew are entrust- 
ed to their poat and before it can be 
reported ready for service, a consid- 
erable time must elapse. 


“At the beginning of the war our 
submarines laid low a series of war- 
ships, and now we hardly hear of 
anything of that sort. We speak at 
times, of ‘naval heroes of the submar- 
ine.’ There is no better school] than 
the war. Only, it is regrettable that it 
is not we also who learn it. To re- 
proach the Englishman with ‘poor 
seaman, is only worthy of a child, 
They understand how to defend 
tnemselves, and now they have 
thought up many a measure of ao- 
fence and safety. It is made ever 
more difficult for our submarines i 
get into the vicinity of the enemy 
ships and to launch a torpedo. 

“A large warship outside of a safe 
harbor is nowadays a rarity. If, on 
the other hand, it is obliged to take 
to sea, hundreds of eyes equipped 
with glasses gaze out carefully from 
its railings for the danger announc- 
ing periscopes, ana an escort of tor- 
pedo boats madly criss crossing 
through the water surrounding it. 
England hag more than three hund- 
red torpedo boa‘ destroyers and tor- 
pedo boats, more than 100 submarinos 
and hundreds of armed fishing boats 
and other escorting vessels that are 
all assigned for the insurance against 
submarine danger. 

“Thus the submarine warfare {s to- 
day verily:not a simple matter.”

Mov:ng the Crops 


Big Crop Willi Swel| the Earnings of 
Railways 


After a long ‘period of decreasing 
earnings, broken oaly occasionally by 
improvements which were not main- 
tained, the Canadian railways are 
likely to receive a long hoped for and 
well deserved increase in earnings 
as a result of the enormous grain 
crop this year. It is estimated that 
in moving the total grain crop of 
more than half a pillion bushels the 
three roads will earn between $40,- 
000,000 and $50,000,000, and the ef- 
fect of this both on the roads them- 
Selves and on other branches of 
commerce will be very great. From 
the wheat crop alone it is calculated 
that a sum of $24,000,000 will be 
earned. 

For a long time the steady drop 
in railway earni.gs has been a 
cause of some concern. Various 
reasons have been attributed for the 
situation, among others’ being the 
falling off in immigration, the busi- 
ness depression and the increased 
competition of one road against an- 
other. 

In no one branch of commercial 
activity, however, does the harvest 
so greatly reflect prosperity or the 
reverse ag in the Canadian railways. 
These roads, whore western busi- 
ness, although ®eing developed and 
increasing with the growth of the 
country is not of enormous, propor- 
tiona during the entire year, depeud 
to a large extent on the harvest.

On this 
basis of enlistmen. to population, i 
all Canada responded in the same 
ratio, the forces of the Dominion 
would number 400,C° men.

The Second Year e 

| Of The War 


We are now well into the second year 
of the war, and the end seems as far off 
asevyer, Noone imagined, a year ago, 
that by October, 1915, Canada would 
have sent across the Atlantic nearly 
100,000 inen, with as many more to fol- 
low if necessary. The war may yet last 
along time, We cam permit no ‘stale 
mate,’’ no truce that means returning to 
the relative positions occupied before the 
war, That Would only mean that all of 
the belligerents would at once commence 
preparations for another and a greater 
conflict, and that the children for whose 
heritage we are fighting today, would, in 
turn, themselves be called upon to lay 
down their lives in the next generation. 

What the Prime Minister of England 
said last autumn is as true today as it 
ever was. This war cannot end until 
Belgium lias been restored to all that she 
lost and more; until France has been 
given boundaries that can be protected 
against the menace of invasion; until the 
right of the little nations of Europe to 
live has been unquestionably established 
and until Prussianism has been com- 


‘pletely crushed. To accomplish these 


things will require enormous sacrifice. 
Lord Kitchener says the war can only be 
ended by trained men, *‘Men, moremen, 
and yet more men.’’ 

The issue today depends upon Britain 
and the British Empire, We alone, 
have the reserves that permit of the cre- 


ation of the preponderating army. The 
Germans before the war made many pre- 
dictions. In respect of Francé and Rus- 
sia, they were not far astray, but they 
wholly underestimated the power of the 
British Empire. The overseas dominions 
which were contemptuously referred to 
asa negligible quantity, will probably 
furnish 300,000 men or more before the 


these will consist of the contingents from 
Canada. 

It is the duty of the Canadian govern- 
ment to arm, train, equip and maintain 
its expeditionory furee. The money for 
this purpose is raised by taxation equally 
distributed on the people of Canada, The 
task of providing for the wives and 
children of the men who go to the front, 
however, has been entirely assumed by 
the generous public, on the ground that 
he cannot fight should pay. 

For this end was inaugurated the 
Canadian Patriotic Fund. With the 
month of September, this organization 
enters upon the work of its second year. 
On that date about 20,000 families were 
on its list of beneficiaries, and it required 
over $375,0V0 per month to meet their 
jneeds, Although in the early months of 
the war, subscriptions to the Fund were 
in excess of the demands made upon it, 
and a considerable surplus accrued, this 
latterly has not been the case, for since 
May these reserves have been subject to 
an ever-increasing drain, During June, 
July and August, the deficit amounted 
to $400,000. If. the war continues for 
another year there will be required dur- 
ing that period not less than tiye million 
dollars to care for those entrusted to our 
care. To be sure, we have no written 
contract with the soldier that we will 
continue to provide for his wife and 
children, but he has gone to the front 
with implicit faith that we will not re- 
pudiate our obligation, and this pledge 
must not be broken, 

Since the outbreak of war, new fields 
of activity, beyound those originally con- 
templated, have been opened up. Not 
only does the Fund care for the wives of 
British and Canadian soldiers, but also 
for those of the Allies; Belgian, French, 
Italian, Russian, All these nations have 
had reason to feel that Canada recog- 
nizes the bond of a common brotherhood 


in this terrible struggle. Moreover, the 
Patriotic Fund has taken the convalescent 
soldier under its care. That is, when he 
has a family dependent upon him. A 
representative of the Fund meets every 
returned soldier at Quebec, learns of his 
history and condition, passes him on to 
the Secretary of the Branch in the town 
to which he is going, and on bis arrival 
there, the local committee stands by the 
family until the convalescent is restored 
to health; and employment for him is 
secured. 

When, a year ago, the Fund made its 
first appeal to the public, it was on be- 
half of an idea, and everybody admitted 
that the duty for caring for the soldiers’ 
dependents was one that could not be 
overlooked, Today, the Fund appeals 
on arecord, For twelve months its di- 
rectors have endeavored, as trustees of 
the people of Canada, to administer the 
monies so freely given. The Fund now 
appeals to the public for money toenable 
the work to be continued along well tried 
and established lines.

In the first 
place, the area under crop this year 
was much greater than in any pre- 
vious year. Another factor which’ 
tended to make the loss 60 much 
greater was the splendid crop* which 
had been brought almost to maturity 
before they were damaged by frost. 
In an ordinary year, in many in- 
stances, $10 per acre would cover the 
damage to the crop, while this year 
it would take double this sum, owing 
to the heavy yield in most districts.

In the compaign which the. Ohio 
railroads made for higher passenger 
rates in that state~ali kinds of sta- 
tistics were filed with the legislation 
committee, 

‘Probably the’ statistics dealing with 
train stops, filed by President Wil- 
lard, of the Baltimore and Ohio, were 
among the most interesting. This 
memorandum asserted that it costs 
from $1.35 to $1.85 to stop a pasaeng- 
er train at a station on the Ohio 
roads, or at an average of about $1.80 
a stop. 

In other wordt, says the Wall 
Street Journal, with a train making 
17 stops there would be a cost to the 
railroad of $27.50 for the starting and 
stopping alone.

“The agitation for an amendment t9 
the Game Act, prohibiting the sale of 
game, is gaining strength. Last year 
we put the question to our game 
guardians, and they were almost uaan- 
imous in prohibiting the sale of all 
kinds of game. This year we thought 
it would be advisable to get the opin- 
ions of big game hunters regarding 
this matter, as it was from this quar- 
ter that we expected to receive most 
opposition to this proposed amend- 
ment. Out of 153 replies received, 88 
favor prohibiting the sale of game al- 
together, 46 favor the sale of game 
and 9 favor the sale of game under 
certain conditions.” 

Such an encouraging response from 
those who, as a class, stand to gain 
most from the commercia] exploitation 
of wild life suggests that more whol. 
hearted efforts only are required to 
overcome all obstacles to the removal 
of this evil. The time is ripe for a 
Dominion-wide campaign, enlisting the 
aid of all agencies directly or indirect- 
ly interested, in checking the inroads 
on our game resources, 


Duty of Americans In Canada 


Americans who have emigrated to 
Canada, those who have not already 
volunteered for service in the Prin- 
cess Pats, are in a quandary as to 
what they should do if Britain deter 
mines on conscription. They “are 
loyal to the cause of the allies.” They 
are “bearing their share of the 
taxes.”

The C.P.R. exhibits thus 
loaned include an iron cross, incendi- 
ary bombs dropped from a Zeppelin, 
German soldier's helmet, specimens 
of German communications, Austrian 
bread tickets, the models of the 
cruiser H.M.S. Glasgow, the torpedo 


boat destroyer H.M.S. Mosquito and 
the auxiliary cruiser, Empress of 
Russia.

Generous Feeding 


Dalrymen Should Feed Their Cows All 
They Will Eat 

There are certain fixed charges, 
often called overhead charges, 
are comparatively uniform in 
production. 
stabling, the space required per cow, 
taxes, imsurance, delivery of milk, 
ete., will be very uniform. The one 
factor that will fluctuate will be the 
feed given. If the amount of feed 
consumed by the cuw will give the 
results indicated, then it certainly is 
to the interest of our dairymen to 
feed their cows all they will eat and 


milk 


yet keep up the fl.w of milk. Thorse 
are dairies where the cows are 
being fed to this economic poin’*. 


Some of the dairies have enormous 
overhead charges, yet in spite of this 


they were able to produce milk for 
fifteen cents per gallon. The secret 
lay in the extraordinary yields per 


cow. One dairymzin has rather low 
overhead charges. He also feeds his 
cows the least amcunt possible. His 
milk flow per cow is very low, du? 
primarily to his skimp method of 
feeding, and as a result it is costing 
him over forty cents pe: gallon to 
produce his milk. 

If the milk flow is increased, tic 
cost of production is lowered very 
rapidly. Some _ investigations have 
been carried out along this line © 
which cost of production records were 
Kept. It was found {.. one particular 
instance that the cost of produc ng a 
gallon of milk wit’ the 3,000 pound 
cow was about twenty-five cents per 
gallon, with the 6,000 pound cow it 
was twelve and one-half cents, and 
with the 9,000-pound cow it was only 
a trifle over six cents. This great ~- 
crease in the cost of milking per gal- 
lon is due to the tncreased flow por 
cow, with the overhead charges re- 
maining the same. The only increase, 
cost was for feed, which went into the 
production of milk.
